Recently a friend sent the enclosed deed which contains a very 
interesting bit of information. I believe this_Thomas T. was a brother 
of my John, Jr., since my Dad said two brothers settled in Lauderdale 
County. it appears the T. stands for Tilman since the copy of the 
origianl grant at the end of the deed reads Tilman Bishop, It dosen't 
tell us much, but would lead one to believe that my John Sr. and Ezekiel 
were related, maybe brothers? Maybe there was a marriage to a Tilman?? 
I know this dosen't tell you how Walkers and Bishops were related, but 
if we pool all our information, something might fall in place one day. 

4 Henry Bihsop also bought land in Lauderdale County about the same time 
as my John, Jr. and Thomas T., but he moved on to Bibb County Alabama. 
He may also have been a son of John Sr. 


I have corresponded with a descendant of the Joseph Bishop who died 
in Edgefield County South Carolina. This Joseph migrated there from 
Granville County North Carolina. I believe he is a descendant of Capt.

John Bishop Sr, emigrated from South Carolina (Edgefield District) and 

settled in Wayne County Mississippi in 1818 A.D. and lived till his death 

in same county. John Bishop, Jr., son of John Sr., was born in South 

Carolina in the year 1799 and emigrated with his parents to Wayne County 
Mississippi and remained there till about the age of about twenty two years. 

At about this time he married a young lady of Tennessee, a_Miss Woods. (Mary) 
After marrying, he moved to Hinds County Mississippi and remained there 

several years, and from there he removed to Lauderdale County Mississippi, 

and settled about four miles north of Marion Station, Mississippi, and lived 
“there till after the Civil War of 1860 -'5 between the States. During the 
imvasion of General Sherman's Army, they confiscated all his property 

such as horses, mules, and Negros. His first wife having died in 1859, he 
married the second time the following year to the Widow McCrae and then 

moved from the old homestead to the South East part of the County and lived 
till 1867, which year, he and his wife both died. Of the first marriage 

four sons and one daughter were born unto them as follows: John Green Bishop, 
Alien A. Bispopy Willis L. H. Bishop, Albert A. Bishop, and Harriett (married 
Abraham’ Butcher and moved to Texas). All the children were born in Hinds 
County Mississippi. Albert 4. Bishop, the youngest son was born in the year 
1832 A.D. The family having removed to Lauderdale County as stated above. 
Albert 4. Bishop married Marth W. Welch in the year 1852 and ten children 

were born unto them as follows: Martha Jane, April 2, 1855, Mary Ellen, 

March 14, 1857, Almedia, September 1858, Jokn Greenberry, March 1860, m. May Harmen 
Alice Elizabeth, June 25, 1862, Mariah Luella, co -— 1864, Willis Feaster, 
November 29, 1865, George Washington, September 1868, Ella Josephine, 

April 3, 1870. At the beginning of the Civil War of 1860, Albert 4. 
volunteered and enlisted the second year in Company 4 37 Mississippi 

Infantry and served till the surrender and received from his officers an honora 
discharge. 


Martha W. Welch was born in Wilcox, County Alabama in the year 1832 and 
removed to Lauderdale County Mississippi in the year 1850 in the company with 
her Mother and three brothers and one sister: Pricilla, Bennis, Daniel, and 
Dempsey. 


Marth W. Bishop wife of 4. 4. Bishop died September 15, 1914. 


Albert A. Bishop husband of Martha W. Bishop died Mareh 15, 1915 


Martha W. Welch's father Warren Welch, Sr. emigrated from North 
Carolina to Atlanta or Burt’ County, Ga. and from there to Wilcox County 
Alabama, Warren Welch Sr. was married twice. By his first marriage 
three sons and two daughters were born, Dr. J. P. Welch, Warren Welch, Jr., 
George Welch, Sarah Welch, and Mary Welch.

T have learned through Mary Bush Barwick of your interest in the 
Bishops of Wayne ity, Mississippi, and am wondering if we could be 
of help to each other. She was kind enough to answer a query I placed 
in the Jackson paper asking for information on John Bishop who moved to 
Wayne County in 1818 from South Carolina. She sent genealogy of her 
John Bishop and his son John, Jr., since I had mentioned a John, Jr. 
However, they are different from ine. Having two sets of Johns and 
John Jrs. in the same area at the same time is very confusing. She 
probably told you about having copies of land grants and deeds. I am 
wondering if some of these belong to my John or John, Jr., especially 
the Rankin County deed (adjacent to Hinds County) 


Enclosed is a history of my Bishops, written by a great uncle about 
fifty years ago. It seems to be fairly accurate, judging from other 
information collected. 


Until recently, I thought it impossible to trace the lineage of 
John, Sr. because there were John Bishops everywhere. My grandfather 
was named John Greenberry Bishop, his uncle (son of John, Jp) had the 
same name. Early Lauderdale County records show John Jr. John G. 
Bishop. I assume the G stands for Greenberry and that the middle name 
of John Sr. must be the same. Since the name Greenberry is not found 
everywhere, it suddenly occurred to me that this could be a clue as to 
location of my Bishops before moving to South Carolina. John, Sr. appears 
to have died before 1850. Singe families often moved together, a cousin 
checked 1850 census for me to learn place of birth of Bishop contemperies 
of John. She found Thomas and Elias Bishop, ages seventy and seventy two, 
born in Maryland. Elias appears to be living with son Thomas who was 
born in South Carolina (place of birth of John, Jr.). I began looking 
at abstracts of Maryland records and found that Greenberry is a Maryland 
name. There is a Greenberry Point. Nicholas Greenberry was a member Or. 
the Council in the sixteen hundreds and acting governor for a short time. 
To my great surprise, I found a Greenberry Bishop in the 1790 census of 
Ann Arundel County, Maryland. Greenberry Bishop signed a document in 
Frederick County, Maryland in 1768. In 1810 Greenberry Bishop was in 
Frederick County, Virginia (near Frederick County Maryland, maybe border 
changes?) I have had the Maryland Archives do an hour check on this 
name and they came up with two more references. I have sent my check 
for copies, but have not received them. I may never be able to prove 
that this person is the father of John, Sr., but I consider it strong 
evidence the he moved from Maryland to South Carolinae 


Thomas Bishop and Henry Bishop moved to Lauderdale County about the 
same time as John, Jr.,and Thomas owned land near John, Jr. I don't 
know whether they werd related, but would guess that they were. I 
remember my Dad saying that two Bishop brothers were early settlers 
(Indians held Lauderdale County until about 1832). I wish I had asked 
questions, but isn't that the way with most folks?

I have another Bishop line which originated in Virginia (two more 
John Bishops!) Asa, from that line, moved to Cartaret County, North 
Carolina and then to Marengo County, Alabama where he died. I ama 
descendant of his daughter Elizabeth who married her cousin Abisha Nelson, 


Some believe that this line is from John Bishop who was in Jamestown 
in 1625, but I have no proof. 


I am interested in knowing what you have in the way of Bishop 
genealogy, and hope to hear from you.
